Early’ and Late Potatoes. 


There, are two definite crops ‘of pota- 
Aoes in this country’ each year: The 
southern early, or “new” potatoes, 

- which are perishable, and the northern 
late potatoes, which are only . -semiper- 
‘ishable.. The treatment of these crops 
must differ considerably. In the South, 
qj tigeing begins in’ Florida, Texas,’ ‘and 
southern’ Louisiana in:May.and-is done 

ostly by forks and.plows.. In.some of 
the hotter sections it. has, been found 
advisable to ‘plow ‘up. the potatoes ‘in 
the late evening and’ pick ‘thein. early. 
the following morning. . Pitking into 
rectangular,” open: slatted crates, the 
‘slats having rounded. edges, has been 
found most satisfactory. The: potatoes 
should not be hauled joose ‘in wagons, 
since such treatment may bruise. them 
seriously. For shipment the. southern. 
potatoes are packed in hampers and 
double-headed barrels in. Florida, and 

_ in barrels with burlap covers in other 
states along the Atlantic ‘coast,’ In 
Texas Sacks are used. 5 

Grading for the southern potato crop 
has been‘rather extensively adopted 
with good. results, the. graded. potatoes 
bringing. better prices. Mechanical 
graders are.used in some sections. 

_’ The marketing of the southern ‘crop 
is effected largely through cash buyers

. "Standardization 


Inthe bulletin already “mentioned, 
the specialists of the department - do 
not. make specific recommendations. for 
the adoption‘of staridard -grades; - but, 
for the assistance of those interested in 
bringing about . standardization, ‘they 
suggest that two regular grades and 
perhaps a special grade for extra fancy 
potatoes should meet market needs. It 
is suggested that specifications for the 
No. 1 grade-should be drawn. to’ make 


jit'as good and:attractive in appearance 


as is reasonable and practicable. These. 
specifications should practically elimin- 
ate potatoes dama ed by, frost, sunburn 
blight, common scab, dry rot, decay, 
second. growth, cuts, bruises, dirt and 
also undersizéd ‘or coarse stock. The 
mimimum and maximum sizes for both 


| No, 1-and No. 2 grades.are still’ a. sub- 


ject’ for careful investigation, discus: 
sion, and demonstration. However, a 
minimum of about 2 ‘inches © is, main- 
tained for gradeNo. tina number of 
early or ‘‘new’’ potato. sections, and 
the commonly discussed mimimum for: 
this grade is from one and seven-eigh 
totwo.inches, The minimum diameter 
for a long variety should probably be a 
e-smaller’ than for a round one. 
Sinee it is practically impossib 
grading any perishable products .com- 
mercially’.to secure a perfect grade, 
reasonable tolerances should be allow- 
ed. The No..2 grade should ‘include 
the better of the remaining potatoes. 
The studies of the market specialists 
of the department indicate that there is 
an unnecessary diversity in_ the con- 
tainers for potatoes in use.. - These now 
range fromthe 1-bushel hampers ‘for 
the early Florida crop to’ dowblé-head- 
S barrels. The 2-bushel, or 120-Ib, 
is suggested as perhaps the
